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We Get What We Pay For 

It did not take Louis J. Sharp long to put his 
finger on much of what is wrong at the Mis- 
souri State Training School for Boys at Boon- 
ville. Mr. Sharp, former federal worker in cor- 
rectional penology, now Missouri director of 
training schools, has gone to Boonville to give 
that unhappy institution continuous personal at- 
tention until a new superintendent is appointed. 
Within a week of his arrival, he says that more 
of the trouble is with the staff than with the 
boys.” 

As evidence, Mr. Sharp said that one employe 
of the school is reported to have beaten and 
kicked a boy last week in stopping a squabble. 
Announcing that he had reprimanded the em- 
ploye, Mr. Sharp said that “if it happens again, 
the officer will be in more trouble than he’s in 
now.” 

To look further into the problem, a major trou- 
ble with the staff, as Mr. Sharp knows only too 
well, is its very low pay. The latest Missouri 
Blue Book shows that only four among some 40 
employes at the Boonville school are paid more 
than $2000 a year. With salaries so poor, few 
persons with genuine qualifications for re-direct- 
ing boys from lives of crime will take training 
school appointments, The results are trouble 
within the schools, outbreaks and added expense 
in the long run for fighting crime. ‘ 

This is not just poor economy; it is no econ- 


omy at all. . 
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No Smoking in Bed 

Oklahoma City’s ordinance forbidding smoking 
in bed in a hotel brings up an interesting point.

But 
as long as some people are too stupid not to pro- 
tect their own lives, they aren't likely to be 
stmart enough to obey an unenforceable ordi- 
nance.

That is a0. It leaves only one easy question.

However, foreign trade 
raises the income of both participants by let- 
ting each produce things for which it possesses 
special advantages. Some commodities can be 
produced in the United States only at pro- 
hibitive cost, or not at all. But they must be 
obtained because American factories cannot op- 
erate without them and American defense would 
fail without them. ) . 

Less fortunate than private corporations, the 
nation must protect itself from conquest by 
armed force. It can either try to build up an 
impregnable force of its own and let the rest 
of the world go to grass—or it can help friendly 
nations become strong at the same time, An in- 
telligent business man would not hesitate if that 
choice arose in his business. He would see that 
going it alone would cost him more, and profit 
him less, than co-operating with other keepers 
of the peace. He would also see that he could’ 
not go it alone, without critical materials from 
outsiders. . 

Such a choice lies immediately before Con- 
gress and ultimately before all American voters. 
It seems fantastic that a nation could even con- 
sider choosing less intelligently than its business 
men choose.

The AFL executive council says that the wage 
earner’s dollar has been “cut in half since the 
war” and that prices are “bursting through the 
roof.” | : 

What to do about it? Restoration of price con- 
trols is out because “it is ridiculous to suppose 
that the present Congress would approve such 
legislation. While the OPA was killed prema- 
turely, it is now dead and cannot be revived,” 
That, as far as the AFL is concerned, is that. 

As an alternative, the AFL wants to see the 
removal of bottlenecks which are stifling produc- 
tion and the expansion of transportation facili- 
ties so that the increased production can be 
moved in commerce. 

The basic shortage, of course, is steel. If 
there were sufficient steel to go around, there 
would be enough automobiles, refrigerators, 
stoves and a thousand other things to absorb 
purchasing power and keep prices in bounds. 

After steel, the worst shortages are in freight 
cars, coal and farm machinery—all traceable in 
the last analysis to steel. Hundreds of coal 
mines have been idle from one to three days a 
week because of the lack of cars to haul the 
coal away. ; 

We hope the AFL will turn on all the pressure 
at its command to see that these shortages are 
relieved. The CIO has been hammering away 
at the need to increase steel capacity and build 
more freight cars for some time, Between them, 
the AFL and CIO should be able to make indus- 
try and the Administration sit up and take notice. 
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Boston has attacked Western textile competi- 
tion. Having already, we hope, considered the 
possibilities of simply banning it. 
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Meaning of the Petkov Case 


What is going to be the outcome of the Nikola 
Petkov controversy with Russia? It is a matter 
which Americans will do well to watch closely, 
for there is no foreseeing what it may lead to. 

Petkov is the Bulgarian who has been sen- 
tenced to death by hanging for treason against 
the Communist-dominated government in his 
country. His treasonable acts have been to stand 
up for democracy. behind the Iron Curtain. Fol- 
lowing his conviction, the Bulgarian Government 
has abolished the Agrarian Union, the political 
party which Petkov has led. 

The State Department is to be commended on 
the firm and unequivocal way in which it has 
made the American position clear to Moscow. 
Without getting excited, our Government has 
said that such treatment of political opposition 
is a violation of the Yalta Agreement to which 
Russia is party. 

We .were firm in our first representation, 
which asked the Russian commander at Sofia to 
review the death sentence. When he declined, 
we took the case just as strongly to Moscow. To 
the Kremlin’s negative response, we have now 
made an even stronger reply. Our new note 
says: 1 

The Petkov case, involving the leader of 
the principal opposition party, obviously af- 


fects the existence of representative gov- 
ernment in Bulgaria. 


So it does. If Nikola Petkov dies by the rope 
and his party is outlawed, political freedom will 
be blacked out in Bulgaria. This is a test which 
may well determine how much the United States 
and Britain mean what they say about democ- 
racy in Europe. We can be sure that neither 
the Russians nor the Bulgarians are overlooking 
its importance.

Speakers at the American Legion conven- 
tion have been reminding us of the con- 
nection between military preparedness and 
peace. There is, indeed, such a connection 
if the preparedness is part of a diplomacy 
which respects the liberties of other peoples 
and would use military force only if the 
hard choice between the horrors of atomic 
war and the horrors of an enslaved hu- 


manity had to be made. 


This, we believe, is 
American diplomacy 
as this peace-loving 
and ss liberty - loving 
people see it. But a 
new and even un- 
sought responsibility 
has been placed upon 
us. Let us look back 
a little to get per- 
spective. 
The Roman legion 
and the Roman road 
were instruments of 
both .war and com- 
merce, They carried 
the Roman strength. In the long 
back, they are also seen to have carried 
enlightenment. 


The British fleet, which Lord Castlereagh 
saved from the bear pit of the Congress of 
Vienna in 1815, served a similar dual pur- 
pose. For a hundred years, from the end 
of the Napoleonic wars until Germany chal- 
lenged Britigh sea power in 1914, it kept 
the Pax Britannica as the legions had kept 
the Pax Romana.

During those hundred years, certainly, 
there grew and expanded what we like to 
call the American way of life. There were 
moments of friction between this country 
and Britain, but for the most part the Brit- 
ish fleet protected us when it protected 
Britain. It took two world wars to bring 

our fleet to outrank hers, 


The second of these wars produced an- 
other great instrument of dual purpose, 


* 
American air power. There is now grave 
danger that this power will be dissipated. 

Gen. Speatz, commanding the Air Force, 
is doing some bitter arithmetic with his 
staffs. Congress has given him funds to 
buy only 800 new planes this year, It takes 
at least 2000 new airplanes a year merely 
to keep our mili air fleet of 10,000 
planes alive. 

There is progress in commercial air 
transport. But air transport alone, even if 
we were to capture the air commerce of 
the world, would not provide an adequate 
civilian complement of planes or by itself 
keep alive the aircraft manufacturing in- 
dustry. 


Demonstration of Futility 


In the field of private flying the glowing 
expectations of a few years ago have not 
been fulfilled. The private plane cannot 
yet compete with the family automobile. 
Consequently we cannot look to this field 
to keep factories and engineering staffs 
busy. . 

We are driven to the conclusion that air 
power in all its elements cannot be main- 
tained without military appropriations di- 
rected to that specific end, and consider- 
ably larger than those now planned for. 
The price would still be low for what it 
might buy. 

We look forward to a day when aggres- 


sion will be kept in check by the United: 


Nations under the principles of the San 
Francisco Charter. Until that day comes 
we must ourselves be prepared to discour- 
age aggression by a plain demonstration of 
its futility. And that means striking power 
on land, at sea, but primarily in the air. 

We shall build our air power with the 
motive of making it, as soon 4s possible, 
a part of a world police, committed to peacé 
and to freedom. That would be the Pax 
Aeronautica. 

But we can not, dare not, and should not 
weaken ourselves while waiting for this 
broader dream to be realized. We owe it 
to the liberties of other peoples as well as 
our own to be strong, now. 


New Life for 


the Southeast

The -proof of the pudding, as the old say- 
ing goes, is in the eating. When Presi- 
dent Roosévelt started the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority, with its vast network of 
dams and power plants, he predicted it 
would give the South new life. It has 
done so in a manner perhaps grander than 
efen Mr. Roosevelt anticipated. 

In his report, Gordon R. Clapp, chairman 
of the TVA said: “In the last 13 years, the 
area served by TVA electric power has 
made economic gains at a faster rate than 
the rest of the country and the rate seems 
to be increasing.” 

Opportunity is increasing in the TVA 
area, For that reason young men are stay- 
ing home instead of seeking openings “up 
north.” As a result, population has grown. 
For the first time in 60 years, the number 
of people in the Southeastern states has 
increased more rapidly than that of the 
nation as a whole. 


The TVA has been—and still is—attacked 
as being “socialistic.”. To the extent that 
it is Government owned and operated—it 
is. But it also is an experiment on a scale 
private industry never could attempt. And 
it has helped private industry. Farmers, 
for example, who never might have had 
electric power, now are customers for ra- 
dios, refrigerators and other electrical de- 
vices made by private companies, 


Thus better living conditions in the areas 
have brought more than usual prosperity 
to merchants and others. 


If “backward” states of the Southeast 
can be made more productive and prosper- 
ous by a TVA, what great improvement 
might be made in the Midwestern states 
by a similar project to harness the rivers 
hereabout? The success of the TVA gives 
those in favor of the Missouri Valley Au- 
thority a big argument for their side.

There are 500 pictures in this book and 
37,000 words of text; the words are light 
and neatly put together; it is a pleasure to 
read them.

In spite of Mr. Allen’s judicious Words, 
one gets the impression that the scandals 
didn’t matter; they mattered, and the 
apathy of the public mattered more, But 
it isn’t easy to get pictures illustrating 
public apathy.

Perhaps the time will come when such 
a record will be amusing; it is doubtful 
whether anyone, leafing the pages, will 
stop today and sigh’ for the good old times. 
The awareness of the crash has spoiled our 
nostalgia for the boom, and our uneasy 
peace hardly seems halcyon since we know 
what it led to. The “good.old times” seem 
irrevocably fixed in the McKinley’ era; 
although it wasn’t politic, President Roose- 
velt’s phrase about “the horse-and-buggy” 
era was psychologically correct. There 
lies the security, the protected adolescence 
of which we dream, to which we long to 
return. 

It is interesting to speculate on what 
any of us would have said if this book had 
been placed in our hands at the end of 
1918 with the assurance that these are the 
pictures we would see in the papers. We 
would probably recoil in disgust from much 
of it, wonder at part—and feel, about far 
too many pages, that the people repre- 
sented were too trivial, too silly, too insig- 
nificant to be worth newsprint. |

For the 20 years here recorded were the 
time of “promotion”; the machinery of 
publicity had been getting into action, and 
between the two wars it hit its stride. The 
basis of mass production is that nothing’s 
too good for the average man, a truly 
democratic concept, With it runs the sin- 
ister axiom that nothing need be good so 
long as you can put it over. 

The people who enjoyed the silliness and 
the bad taste of the late Twenties went 
through a depression and a partial social 
revolution; and the younger ones, who con- 
tributed their share of follies, went on to 
do their part in winning the war.

The only reason for dismay is 
that all these things took place after one 
war, and there are moments when the pic- 
tures give the uneasy feeling that they 
were taken not 20 years ago, but only 
yesterday.

U.S. EXPECTED TO GIVE CHINA 
$30,000,000 POST-UNRRA AID 


NANKING, Sept. 13 (AP)—The 
United States and China are ex- 
pected to sign an agreement be- 
fore the end of September to pro- 
vide China with approximately 
$30,000,000 (United States) in post- 
UNRRA emergency relief funds, 

The project is part of United 
States extension of relief to Chi- 
na and several European nations 
to fill the gap left by termination 
of UNRRA activities. Originally 
conceived as an international 
project, the program is being fi- 
nanced by the United States after 
the other nations found themselves 
unable to subscribe. 

It is understood the relief will 
go largely to Government areas, 
because of the physical difficulties 
of extending aid to Communist 
zones, but that the United States 
does not rule out assistance to all 
of China.

U.S. CODDLES RED 
ESPIONAGE SETUP 


Head of Un-American 
Activities Committee 
Cites 3696 Soviet Ob- 


servers in Country. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 13 
(AP)— Representative J. Parnell 
Thomas (Rep.), New Jersey, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
un-American activities, says he be- 
lieves that through “coddling tac- 
tics, we have allowed the Rus- 
sian government to set up within 
the United States the most elapo- 
rate, the most extensive espionage 
network ever to operate here.” 

Thomas, speaking here last night 
at a dinner meeting of women Re- 
publican leaders from 17 Eastern 
states, charged that the Demo- 
crats were to blame for “this 
careless handling of our national 
security.” 

The Democratic administration, 
he said, has “never seen fit to en- 
force the laws where Communists 
are concerned.” 

“Only one agency is exempt 

from this indictment,” declared 
Thomas. “That is the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, which is 
striving desperately to cope with 
the situation. But the FBI, we 
must remember, is under the 
jurisdiction of a do-nothing Attor- 
ney General.” 
Attorney General Tom Clark, 
added Thomas, “apparently has no 
intention of taking iv 
steps to combat subversive activi- 
ties.” 

At Washington, there was no 
comment from Clark on Thomas's 
assertion. 

Thomas also told his audience 
that Russia has been allowed to 
have 3696 observers in the United 
States while “our technical experts 
in Russia can be counted on one 


hand.” 

“In fact,” he added, “practically 
every one of our industrial, chem- 
ical and military patents has been 
given to this foreign country -n a 
government display of generosity 
that has netted us exactly nothing 
in return, Russia is ,laying us 
for a sucker.”

Sift flour, then mea- 
sure and turn into the mixing 
bowl with the sugar, shortening, 
salt and two-tairds cup of the 
milk, Blend thoroughly by beat- 
ing two minutes either by hand, 
with wooden spoon or with an 
electric mixer. Now stir in the 
baking powder, Then add the 
eggs, rest of the milk (one-third 
cup) and the vanilla and continue 
beating two minutes. The batter 
should be smooth and thin, Turn 
into two nine-inch layer cake pans 
one and one-half inches deep, or 
one square nine-inch cake pan 
two inches deep that has the sides 
lightly rub with shortening 
and the bottom lined with plain 
paper cut neatly to fit bottoms.
